iu turn struck at Ciay. Kid wet) theii 
grabbed Ame by the shoulders but 
the Italian whirled 011 him aud push- 
ed him out of tne door s*yiug. "you 
are all right, you are good man, now 
go." 
At this time Kidwell didn't 


know Clay had beeu stabbed, aud 
seeing him beudiug forward 
sup- 


posed that he had beet! struck 
ill 


the stomach and was sick. Clay then 
walked touarus bis home aud Kid- 
\\«-il followed. 
It was theu that he 


noticed that his frieud 
had 
been 


wounded aud was holding his en- 
trails iu bis bauds. Seeing that Clay 
\veut home Kidwell rushed for a tel- 
ephone and called Dr. Legge, who 
hurried to the scene. 


*~ 
A Terrible Wound. 


\Vheu l>r. Legge arrived he feuud 


the wounde man lying on his back 
011 a rear porch, clasping his intes- 
tines in his hands. He was perfectly 
conscious and refused an anaesthetic 
while temoprary siiwhes were taken 
10 close the wound. 
He was then 


placed in tue ambulance of 
Criss 


Bros, and Jones aud the horses were 
sent on a gallop to the Sanitarium 
where Drs. Barnes. Shirer and Dil- 
lon were waiting iu the 
operating 


room. He was at once placed on the 
operating table and put under an 
anaesthetic and the delicate opera- 
tion that might save his life 
was 


commenced. 


Intestines Punctured. 


The wound inflicted 
was three 


inches long but this had to be en- 
larged by the surgeons to 
permit 


their working. The intestines were 
laid bare and it was found that the 
wounds were of a horrible nature. 
The knife had been turned and the 
sppearnee of the intestines looked 
as though the knife, while it had 
not been puled from the wound, 
had been pushed in several times. 
The general sweep of the blade was 
from right to left. 


Intestines Slashed. 


The abdominal muscles were cut. 


the upper part of one .intestine was 
severed and the intestines had been 
punctured six times. To prevent in- 
fection as far as possible the intes- 
tines were washed and then the deli- 
cate work of placing a Murphy but- 
ton was begun. 
This 
button 
is 


placed at the severed portion of the 
intestine and sewed in place with 
cat gut. As the wound heals the gut 
dissolves and the button is passed 
off. It will be a triumph of surgery 
in Xewark if the operation proves 
successful. 


Clay's Chances. 


Clay's chances for recovery 
are 


very slight, but when visited by Dr. 
Legge at S o'clock this morning he 
was perfectly conscious and not suf- 
fering from his wound. 
His pulse 


was ninety and his temperature was 
normal.

The travelling outfit of the gum 


picker is very light. A set of steel 
climbers, such as are used by line- 
men, a heavy and broad hatchet for 
cutting off the gum and for scarring 
the trees for the making of more gum 
the next year—these -with tobacco, 
pipe and matches, complete his rig. 
His food and lodging are given to 
him by the boss of the camp -where 
he chances to stop over night, his 
cheerful ways and the jews he brings 
from the outer world more than, pay- 
ing for all dues. 


.The picker who gleans his harvest 


from the same trees year after year 
erhances the value of the holding 
greatly, though this value applies to 
the gum aione, for the trees are not 
materially affected. 
The owners of 


the woods are too busy to spend time 
in allotting gum areas, and as the in- 
come from gum picking is never large 
and the time of picking lasts but a 
few weeks the harvesters cannot af- 
ford to pay the fees for drawing the 
leases, to say nothing of giving tribute 
for the gum. 


A "smart" man working in an old 


gimi orchard of thrifty trees that are 
scattered widely enough to admit sun 
I'ght for r:poning and hardening the 
g'.irn can under fair conditions collect 
in a day from eight to ten pounds of 
rough gum. which on cleaning will 
shrink two pounds, worth $1 a pound 
in the cities. Before starting out to 
operate a gum orchard a picker must 
spend one spring in marking and scar- 
ring the trees, so asto make sure of 
finding guru enough to pay for his la- 
bor -ahen he calls around a year later,

The Bible alone offers us an explana- 


tion of the situation. It tells us that 
God created our race as pure, as per- 
fect as holy, as happy as the angels. 
and that he placed our first parents in 
Eden, surrounded 
with everything 


beautiful and desirable. 
It explains 


that our fall from that perfection into 
mental, moral and physical decrepi- 
tude came as a result of disobedience 
to. God. It explains that "the wages 
of sin is death," that "the soul that 
sinnetb, it shall die." that all tbe souls 
produced by Father Adam and Moth- 
er Eve are dying souls, in consequence 
of our sin-inheritance. 
This is bad 


enough, sad enough; and, as was in- 
tended, our hearts cry out after the 
liring God. for his mere.- and compas- 
sion, that he would save us from death, 
sare us from destruction. Tbe answer 
of Divine Justice is. that we are unfit 
to live—that our Creator graciously de- 
signs that sinners shall not be immor- 
tal. But. hearkening, we hear a mes- 
sage assuring us that God has looked 
down in compassion and "heard the 
gzoanings of the prisoners.1' Be fore- 
knew our helplessness under tbe reign 
of sin and death, and in bis Plan made 
provision for our case in advance—"be- 
fore the foundation of the world." 


After four thousand years of this 


reign of sin and death, exhibiting Di- 
fitie Justice without mercy, our Cre- 
ator revealed tbe wonderful features 
of his Program. 
He sent forth his 


Son, "that h*. by the grace of God, 
might taste death for every man"- 
not for the Elect Church merely, but 
for - all tbe families of the earth. 
Hence it Is written that Jesns "gave 
himself a ransom for all;" and again, 
that "He is the propitiation fsatisfac- 
tion) for our sins (the Church's) and 
not for ours only, but also for the sins 
of the whole world." 


So. then, the death penalty pro- 


nounced agninst our race, which would 
hav-e reduced Adam and his posterity to 
tbe hopeless condition of beasts, as 
respects eternal life, God had already 
intended to set aside through the sac- 
rifice of Christ. Nevertheless, be al- 
iQwed sin and death to reign from 
Adam to Moses, and from Moses to 
Christ, and from Calvary to the pres- 
ent. 
He has contented himself with 


laying the foundation for the world- 
wide biasing, in i lie death of tbe Re- 
dM-nwr. 
He Intends ultimately, tbe 


Bible «ffftnn>s nn. to offer complete de- 
lUvranoe from «ln nnd death, to Adtim 


and all of bis children. Tbe arrange- 
ment Is that, "since by man came 
death, by man came also the resurrec- 
tion of the dead. For as all in Adam 
die. even so all in Christ shall be 
made alive. 
But fvery man in his 


OWB order" (I Corinthians xv. 21-23). 


"Doctrine* of Demons." 


Tbe truth about this matter is severe 


enough: it shows forth Uivme Justice, 
intertwined with Divine Mercy and 
Love. 
We admit our present un- 


worthiness of life eternal aud feel 
grateful 
for 
propustnl 
assistance 


through Christ, but our great Adver- 
sary, operating through ignorance, and 
superstition and fear, seized tbe op- 
portunity to deceive UK and misrepre- 
sent our Creator by bringing in what 
St. Paul designated, "doctrines of 
flemons" (1 Timothy iv. li. These have 
been promulgated, not merely in heath- 
en lands, but amoagst the civilized. 
These false doctrines ha\e tended to 
alienate tbe hearts and minds of hu- 
manity from God and bis revelation; 
they have put a barrier between God 
and bis creatures. 


These "doctrinesj>f demons" are pre- 


sented from various standpoints, but 
they are alike in one respect; namely, 
they all teach that God deceived our 
first parents when he told them that 
the "wages of sin is death." These 
"doctrines of demons" assert the con- 
trary, that man cannot die. but must 
live somewhere to all eternity. 
Thus 


on the basis of man's fears, this doc- 
trine that God thrust immortality upon 
bis creatures, tbe demons bnilt cp for 
us a theory so horrible as to be nau- 
seating and terrifying to every sane 
and healthy mind. These "doctrines 
of demons" have been promulgated far 
and near, and with various colorings, 
but in essence they are all the same. 
They have come down from the "dark 
sgres," represented in all our creeds, 
Catholic and Protestant. 


Our Catholic friends have developed 


this thought to a nicety. They tell us 
that of those who die. only a mere 
handful are fit for heaven and go 
there immediately. They tell us that 
the most reprehensible class, heretical 
rejectors of Divine Truth, will be sent 
to a hell of eternal torture where they 
will never die. They assure us. how- 
ever, that the number who will re- 
ceive this extreme punishment is small 
in comparison with the race as a 
whole. They tell us that the majority. 
Catholics and Protestants, civilized 
and heathen, are unfit for heaven at 
death, and likewise not deserving of 
eternal torture, and that thus the great 
mass of mankind, nine out o* every 
ten, go at death to Purgatory, there to 
suffer for centuries or for thousands 
of years in expiation of sins, and for 
purification of their souls, that they 
may be eventually fit for Heaven and 
its blessings 
Our hearts rebel at such 


a view of the "hereafter." While giv- 
ing our Catholic friends, and our own 
forefathers who were Catholic*, credit 
for being as sincere as ourselves, we 
conclude that the light of our day. and 
the light of our intelligence, will not 
permit us to believe and rejoice in 
such a view of the "hereafter" as this. 
We say to ourselves. Surely tbe Great 
God has something nobler than this in 
reservation for his creatures 


Protestant Views Worse. 


What «hall we say of the ''Here- 


after" from the standpoint of our 
Protestant creeds? How do these com- 
pare with the Catholic views fore- 
going—botv rn'icb worse? 
When our 


forefathers thought they had found 
something erroneous in the teachings 
of Papacy, when they concluded that 
Purgatory was not to be found in the 
Bible, thej heroically determined to 
cast it out of their creeds. But alas: 
When discarding it. they did not re- 
alize that they were making a bad 
matter worse- They held on to the 
"doctrine of demons." that God had 
created man so that he couid not die, 
and cou'd not be destroyed, and so 
they proceeded to interpret matters 
along that line. Realizing the Scrip- 
turaln*>ss of th» proposition that only 
the saintly were fit for heaven, and re- 
jecting the theory of Purgatory, they 
logically cojsigned all except tbb saint- 
ly thereafter to eternal torture. Alas: 
Hotv inconsistent it is: bow strange 
that we ever thought Divine Fore- 
knowledge, Wisdom. Justice, Mercy. 
Love and Power should have created 
man to the number of thousands of 
millions, with the foreknowledge and 
fore-intention and desire that tbey 
should suffer an eternity of torture 


Parting of the Way*. 


Thus, my dear hearers, you with my- 


self and others of tbe intelligent poo- 
pie of the world, find ourselves today 
in a most trying position 
Our hearts 


have repudiated the doctrine of eter- 
nal tonure as being un-Christ-like. un- 
worthy eten of a devil 
We can be- 


Here neither in a Purgatory of centu- 
ries, nor in eternal torture a« a conse- 
quence or penalty for Adam's disobedi- 
ence in eating of the forbidden fruit, 
nor as a penalty upon his children for 
not living perfect lives when they 
were "born in sin and sViapen in iniqui- 
ty" and "proce to sin HS the sparks to 
fly upward " Our heart* cry out for 
the Mvlng God nnd the tnie light vpon 
hi* dealing*. 


Under this awakening 


thousands of noble luw aud 
are fearing God's Huok. and 
all of tbe Churches to gtt after Theo»- 
ophy. Christian SHeuc*. a*d «*pecially 
after Erolution. «itb its couipanivo 
teaching of Higher Cri.k-lsui—that tfae 
Bible is thoroughly uuteliaMe. Wear* 
living now iu a time of great falling 
away from the faith: few intelligent 
people any longer bel.ove in the Bible. 
Our college* and uni\ersi!H-»—aud. sad 
to say. our tbeulo^icsl -4-ujuiaries—are 
busy turuiuc out UKbv'liftrrs—models. 
Nor are th«se p*»upl«' wicked or immor- 
al in their unbelief. ttiey are as well- 
meaning as ever, but have lost their 
way. 
They reject tbe Bible because 


tbey believe it to !>e tbe /o**«*alio* of 
the various inconsistencies iu their 
creeds: they are stumbling for lack of 
knowledge: they cannot believe that 
man's hereafter .•£ one of centuries of 
suffering, or of eternal suffering. 


Seeking the Old Paths. 


The Lord, through the Prophet Jere- 


miah, tells his people to "Inquire for 
the old paths." and this is tbe appro- 
priate lesson for eiich of us. 
We do, 


indeed, need to <li-card tbe crevd* of 
the past, no* because they contain 
nothing of truth, but because error 
commingles in them to such a degree 
as to make them perversions of truth 
as a whole. We need to take off the 
creedal spec.aclen with which we have 
hitherto been studying God's Word, 
and come to the Bible afresh, to hear 
its message. Thus coming, many of 
us have l>een surprised as we have 
found its pu-ity and consistency and 
harmony with itself. We have already 
intimated tbe Bible view of man's 
death sentence, and the Bible presen- 
tation that Christ died for our redemp- 
tion, and the Bible assurance that as 
a consequence, in "due time." "the 
knowledge of the glory of God shall 
fill the whole earth." 
We have also 


the Bible assurance that not merely 
the living will profit by tbe provision 
of God's grace, but that "all that are 
in their graves shall come forth" to 
share in aud to be blessed by the fa- 
vorable conditions which God will by 
and by inaugurate. 


The Bible declares that the penalty 


for sin is being experienced by hu- 
manity at tbe present lime—the death 
penalty—aud that the redemption price 
of Christ's death is sufficient for the 
sins of the whole world. It declares 
that on account of this redemption, 
ultimately the resurrection of the dead 
shall take place—"all that are in their 
graves shall hear the voice of the Son 
of Man aud come forth." 
It is be- 


cause of the Divine intention thnt 
there shall be a resurrection of the 
dead that tbe Bible everywhere, both 
iu the Old aud Xew Testaments, speaks 
of those who have died, both good and 
bad. as being "asleep." and the prom- 
ise is that "They that sleep in the 
dust of the earth shall awake." 


Nor will they come forth to similar 


conditions of sorrow that now sur- 
round us all. On the contrary, the 
First Resurrection is to be composed 
of the holy, tbe saintly, and they are 
to be associated with their Redeemer 
as his Bride and Consort, to assist in 
delivering aud restoring 
mankind. 


Later the imperfect, who bave not had 
their full trial, the great mass of man- 
kind, will be brought forth, that they 
inny learn the ways of righteousness, 
that they may learn to know God. and 
Jesus Christ and in due time be up- 
lifted out of the conditions of sin and 
death. Then will come the time men- 
tioned in our text The Hereafter for 
the world. How joyful is tbe mes- 
sage. "There shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, nor dying; 
for the former things have passed 
away." 
Ah, how different is God's 


proposition of a genera! uplift of the 
worthy and their assistance back to 
perfection—to all that was lost in 
Adam. How different is this from the 
"doctrines of demonV which have 
perplexed us. which 
have divided 


the Church of Christ into numberless 
sects and parties, and which have al- 
most driven us from Christ and the 
Bibie. 


Life, Not Immortality. 


Thus we see that God's provision in 


Christ for mankind is that each indi- 
Tidual member of our race may yet. if 
he will, attain to everlasting 
life 


through tbe merit of Christ's sacrifice, 
and through the operation of his King- 
dom. Esch may attain to all that was 
lost in Adam and redeemed at C.ii- 
Tary; namely, human perfection and 
Edenic blessedness. But additionally, 
note the blessings which God has pro- 
vided for tbe Church—a spiritual bless- 
ing, a change of nature 
Tbe^e are 


called out now from amongst men. 
that tbey "might be a kind of fir«t- 
fruits ucto God of bis creatures"' 
(James i. 1S>. The«e are to be * "royal 
priesthood," associated 
with Chr.^t. 


now in the priestly work of sacrificing, 
presenting their bodies living sacri- 
fices, holy and acceptable to God, 
which is their reasonable service. And 
when tbe sacrificing shall be finished, 
tbey are to be joined with Chri«t in 
the. glories of bis Kingdom, nnd share 
with him in the work of blessing man- 
kind. These are the "elect" who, in 
God's providence, shall by and by up- 
lift and bless tbe non-elex-t 
The-ie nre 


the ones to whom will come the prom- 
ised "glory, bonor and immortality." 
Our Redeemer brought to light, life 
e'.ernnl for the world, and he also 
brought to light immortality for the 
Churcli. 


Let us then be glad and rejoice in 


the "Hereafter'1 that God has prw id- 
ed. and let us search bis Word more 
diligently and more carefully 
tban 


ever, that we may know the things 
which God hns freely given to u« 
Thn« w«> may avail ourselves of our 
prrsenf 
privileges and opportunities
